tive of five weeks in jail. During the 
course of the examination of a witness 
•ommoiied by the defense, the prosecu- 
tion developed the fact that a student at 
the Cooper Medical college who did not 
attend the lecture delivered by Dr. 
Cheney on the afternoon of April 3 was 
recorded present in the roll call book. 
This testimony is of the greatest im- 
portance to the prosecution, from the 
fact that it shows the unreliability of 
the roll sail book in which Dumuit was 
recorded present ou the afternoon that 
Blanche Lamout was murdered. 


The last sensation of the day was an 


order made by the court committing 
Miss Carrie Cunningham, a newspaper 
reporter, to the county jail for refusing 
to answer a question. The defense de- 
aired to impeach the testimony of Mrs. 
Leake, who said she did not tell Mrs. 
Cunningham that she saw Durrant and 
Miss Lamont enter Einannel church on 
the afternoon of April 3. Miss Cunning- 
ham testified that Mrs. Leake did uot 
tell her what she had sesn, but when 
isked to reveal the source of her infor- 
mation the witness declined to answer. 
An ord«r was made committing the wit- 
ness to the county jail for contempt, but 
on motion of the defense it was made to 
go into effect tomorrow morning, when 
Miss Cunningham will be given another 
chance to answer tho question. 


The defense placed on the stand yes- 
. terdav eight more students who attend- 
ed fie lecture delivered by Dr. Cheiiey 
011 the afternoon of April 8 to testify as 
to whether they had answered to Dur- 
rani's name at rollcall. Each witness 
gave a negative answer. 
With the exception of six, all the 


members of the class liave been asked 
this question. One of ihe students has 
died'since April 3, and the prosecution 
lias been nuable to obtain the attend- 
ance of the other live witnesses. The 
prosecution limited cross-examination 
in each «ase to asking if the witness saw 
Dumuit at the lecture. Not a student 
was found who remembered having 
seen the defendant. The notes of each 
•witness will be placed in testimony. 
The notes prcmi.se to play an important 
part in the future proceedings, as the 
prosecution intends to compare them 
with the notes said 'to have been taken 
by Durraut at the time. 


The defense endeavored to show by 


F. A. Ross, a student at Cooper Medical 
college, thut ou the afternoon that 
Blanche Lamont was murdered he and 
Durrant took a walk from tha college to 
the vicinity of the Golden Gate. Ross 
remembered that he and Durrant had 
taksu such a walk, but could not fix tho 
date.

Which, if any, of these 
concessions will be used will not be de- 
termined for several days. If the Chi- 
huahua concession should be used, tha 
fight will come off at Juarez, which is 
just across the river from El Paso. 


Laredo and Diaz are the towns in the 


other two states. Each town mil be 
asked to contribute toward the expenses, 
and the amount of these contributions 
•will be an element iu selecting the place. 
The concessions carry with them an ab- 
solute guarantee of noninterference. 
There is a bullring at each place capable 
of seating from 18,000 to 20,000 people. 
These will have to be repaired, and the 
railroads touching these points have 
volunteered to defray the expense of re- 
pairs. The gentlemen who have re- 
ceived the concessions are under con- 
tract to turn them over to Dan Stuart 
free of cost. They are to get their re- 
muneration from the bull fights.. Al 
ready they have contracts with, the 
famous troop .of torreadors in Mexico, 
and have received six bulls which are 
said to be the most ferocious acirnals iu 
the country.

Those state commissioners who are 


trying to promote uniform legislation 
among the various states of the Union 
ought to be encouraged.

To Dr*s« Mutton. 


Salt pork and bacon are becoming 


scarce, and perhaps stale, and tlie heat 
prompts one to touch both lightly. Di- 
rections for dressing nratton will there- 
fore be timely. Nearly every owner of 
sheep knows how to dress mutton, aud 
some of them think their own method 
is better than any other. We do not 
claim that the method that we are about 
to give is better than any other, but it 
is the best we have ever tried. The 
sheep should be yarded the evening 
before killing and kept quiet. Butcher- 
ing time comes the first thing in the 
morning. The head is usually severed 
•^ ith an as, bat sometimes a sharp knife 
is inserted behind the ear, thrusting it 
through the neck with the edge down- 
ward, acd with an outward out all the 
vital parts ot the throat are severed. 
The gambrel is at once inserted aud the 
sheep hung up. An incision is made at 
the point where one begins to disem- 
oo\vel, and the body is filled with all the 
cold water it will hold. The pelt is re- 
moved, and tbe entrails are then taken 
out, first making a small incision iu the 
breast bone to let the water out- Mut- 
ton dressed in this way will be as sweet 
as pig or chicken, and there will be no 
sheep fl.vtor. The unpleasant; flavor 
known as "sheepy taste" comes from 
the entrails, and not from the pplt. As 
soon as the nrar*on is dressed, it is cut 
in halves and placed in a" refrigerator 
box, or if this is net at baud in an open 
well to cool. A mutton can psu.illy I* 
consumed before it becomes fold, but if 
there is fear of this it may be well to 
halve with a neighbor,—Homestead

Timothy mead- 
ows were light this season, but it was 
indeed a poor field of grass here that one 
could not sell standing at $8 to $10 an 
acre.

GOT DRUNK 


Hutled Skyward by an L. 
"£. & W. Engine. 


John Bin*. Livicjr Four Mile* W««t of 


St. Maryfc. Hit by Euirice 123—Taken 
to 8t- Ktry* on * Handcar. 


John Blue, a farmer who lives four 


miles west of St. Marys, blew into the 
atter place day before \esterday and 
blew in money enough to get a con- 
siderable jag on board and then start- 
ed home, walking along the L. E. & 
W. railroad track. A west-bound 
freight came up behind him and the 
whistle blew, but Blue paid no atten- 
tion to it and consequently he was 
hurled skyward. 


The train was No. 123 and was in 


charge of conductor J. P. Jackson 
and engineer Pontius, of this city. 
Tbe engineer saw the man walking

those six animals, and her mother had 
learned, in lifcemanner, from her grand- 
mother. Magdalena has now taught the 
art- to her own granddaughter, »nd so it 
will go on being transmitted for gener- 
ations. 


In another house Miss Edwards found 


the whole family carving skulls and 
crossbones for fixing at the bases of 
crucifixes, for the wood carving of Qrod- 
ner Thai is leligieos in its nature as 
well as amusing. In other houses there 
were families that carved rocking horses 
cr dollg or ether toys, and in still ort>or 
houses there were families of painters. 


In one house we found about; a doz- 


en girls painting gray horses with black 
points. In another house they painted 
only red. horses with white points. It is 
a separate branch of the trade to paint 
saddles and headgear. A good hand will 
paint 12 dozen horses a day, each horse 
being about a foot in length, and for 
theseshe is paid 55 soldi, or about 2s. 3d. 


BM* That Mkk« Bad Honey. 


"Lovers of the product cf the busy 


bee will find it a wise precaution to 
have their honey tested as to its purity 
before thev eat It or use it in a culinary 
way." Professor Remington gave a 
warning something like this at a recent 
racering^ nbansacisjs, and at the same 
iiise told of a German who was exten- 
sively engaged in bee culture, and who 
had bis apiary dose to a sugar refinery. 
A lot of rank "molasses was accessible to 
the bees, and they gorged themselves on 
it. The result was their honey was 
equally rank, und unfit for use. On ao- 
other occasion the bees fed on blooming 
digitalis, and their boney proved to be 
poisonous. Katural honey therefore is 
liable to vary very much, and occasion- 
allv, when it looks best and ia sweeten, 
it may be loaded with poison. Unscrupu- 
lous bee farmers are accustomed to forc- 
ing their bees to increase their outputs 


I by feeding them sweetened water. The 


honey of course is scarcely fie for use.— 
Philadelphia Record.

When 
hogs are affected with these diseases, 
they should not be fed on corn alone, 
but they should have at l°ast once a day 
soft feed, made by mixing bran and 
middlings, or middlings and comineal, 
or ground oats and corn, or crushed 
wheat with hot water, and then stirring 
into this the proper quantity of the 
medicine. 
Hogs are fond of this mix- 


ture. It increases their appetite, saA 
when they once taste of food with 
which it has been mixed they will eat 
it, though nothing else would tempt 
them. 


Animals that are very sick and that 


will not come to the feed should be 
drenched wi*h the medicine shaken np 
with water. Great care should be exer- 
cised in drenching hogs, or they will be 
suffocated. 
Do not turn the hog on its 


back to drench, it, but pull the cheek 
away from the teeth so as to form a 
pouch, into which the medicine may be 
slowly rioured. It will flow from the 
cheek into the mouth, and when the hog 
finds out what it is it will stop squeal- 
ing «nd swallow. In our experiments 
hogs which were eo sick that they 
would eat nothing have commenced to 
eat very soon after getting a dose of the 
remedy and have steadily improved un- 
til they appeared perfectly well

One objection 
to fall plowing is that sometimes the 
ground is "run together" and compact- 
ed until spring, and its condition is not 
much better than if it had not been 
plowed. Kow, !-ome soils are mucii 
more disposed than are oth*rs to "run 
together" and solidify. The winter tbat 
will make some fields almost as solid as 
if they had not been plowed in the fall 
•will only mellow the lumps of other 
fields. Some soils need the freezing ac- 
tion of the frost and tho beating action 
of the rain. If soil is of this character 
the chances are in favor of fall plowing 


the character that is inclined to fuse 
and harden it may not be advantageous 
to fall plow. Again, a sod is more apt 
to bo retentive and refractory than stub- 
ble ground or ground that bus been 
stirred during the summer. The frosts 
and snowg and rains of winter will 
probably be valuable aids in converting 
a tough sod into a mellow seed bed, if 
plowed in the fall, whereas a stubble or 
cornstalk field, if fall plowed, may have 
to be plowed ugain in the spring. 


In passing let me say taut the mold- 


board of the plow for plowing sod iu 
the spring should be long and of gentle 
curvature; then it will turn the fur- 
tow slice exactly upside down, aud 
without break, and one may make a 
mellow seed bed without pulling up on 
tho surface pieces of turf to grow. But 
the plow for fall plowing of sod should 
have a more sharply curved moldboard, 
that the furrow slice may be broken up 
and some pieces be stood on end. Then 
the frost will have a good chance at the 
tongh sod during the winter. 


It should no* be ignored that a very 


decided advantage of fall plowing is 
the destruction of insects and larvte. I
